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1 . REUTERS TODAY CARRIES FOLLOWING DISPATCH FROM TEL AVIV 
ON RABIN'S RETURN TO ISRAEL: 

"PRIME MINISTER YITZHAK RABIN SAID TODAY ON RETURN FROM AN 
OFFICIAL VISIT TO THE UNITED STATES THAT ISRAEL HAD BEEN 
PROMISED ENOUGH WEAPONS TO ENSURE A SERIOUS STRENGTHENING OF 
ITS ARMED FORCES. 

"TALKING TO REPORTERS, MR. RABIN SAID ISRAEL AND THE U.S. 

HAD ALSO AGREED ON POLITICAL AIMS WHICH SHOULD GO FAR BEYOND 
WHAT WAS ACHIEVED IN LAST SEPTEMBER S INTERIM PEACE AGREE- 
MENT WITH EGYPT. 
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IF POSSIBLE, THE MAIN GOAL MUST BE PEACE OR VERY CLOSE TO 
PEACE,’ HE SAID. THE PRIME MINISTER SAID THAT DURING HIS 
TALKS WITH PRESIDENT FORD AND OTHER AMERICAN LEADERS IT 
WAS AGREED THAT ISRAEL 'WOULD TRY TO COME TO TERMS WITH 
JORDAN.' THE U.S. 'FULLY AGREES WITH US THAT THERE CAN BE 
NO THIRD STATE BETWEEN ISRAEL AND JORDAN,' HE DECLARED. 
ISRAEL DID NOT GET ALL THE ARMS IT REQUESTED, BUT WE WILL 

RECEIVE SUFFICIENT TYPES AND AMOUNTS TO ENSURE A SERIOUS 
STRENGTHENING OF OUR ARMED FORCES,’ MR. RABIN SAID." 

2. TSRAF.LT PRESS TODAY IS ALSO SAID TO REPORT THAT A 
"SENIOR OFFICIAL" IN RABIN'S PARTY SAID THAT YOU HAD TOLD 
RABIN IN YOUR LOS ANGELES TALKS OF USG PLANS TO SELL 
C-130'S TO EGYPT. A QUESTION ON THESE REPORTS CAME UP 

AT THE DEPARTMENT NOON BRIEFING TODAY. 

3. I PROPOSE FOLLOWING PRESS GUIDANCE FOR YOUR CLEARANCE 
TO BE USED BY DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN IN ANSWERING ALL 
QUERIES ON THESE STATEMENTS: 

"I AM NOT GOING TO BE DRAWN INTO A POINT-BY-POINT SUMMARY 
OF THE TALKS PRIME MINISTER RABIN HAD WITH THE PRESIDENT 
AND SECRETARY KISSINGER. LET ME MAKE ONE GENERAL 
COMMENT-THESE WERE NOT DECISION MAKING TALKS. A NUMBER 
OF WAYS TO PROCEED WITH THE PEACEMAKING PROCESS WERE 
DISCUSSED, BUT WE HAVE REACHED NO CONCLUSIONS REGARDING 
THE MOST PRACTICAL COURSE TO PURSUE TO MOVE THE 
NEGOTIATIONS FORWARD. OUR EXPLORATIONS WITH THE PARTIES 
CONTINUE. ON TH: MILITARY 

SIDE, THE UNITED STATES REMAINS FULLY COMMITTED TO THE 
SURVIVAL AND SECURITY OF ISRAEL, BUT NO DRAMATIC DEPARTURE 
HAS TAKEN PLACE IN OUR LONGSTANDING MILITARY SUPPLY 
RELATIONSHIP. AS TO A POSSIBLE MILITARY SUPPLY RELATION- 
SHIP WITH EGYPT, INCLUDING C-130'S, I REPEAT WHAT HAS 
ALREADY BEEN SAID: NO UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT DECISION 
WILL BE TAKEN WITHOUT THOROUGH CONSULTATION WITH 
CONGRESS." 
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
